Art.  10.    To  choose  a  Road  Commissioner,  and  determine  his 

compensation  for  actual  services. 
Art.  11 .    To  choose  one  or  more  Trustees  for  the  Stewart  Library 

Building,  or  act  on  anything  relating  thereto. 
Art.  12.    To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  required  by  law  to  be 

chosen  at  the  annual  town  meeting.

To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  sum  of  money  to  pur- 
chase a  lot,  and  build  a  store-house  thereon  for  the  use 
of  the  town,  and  if  so,  how  much,  and  whom  it  will 
authorize  to  locate  and  build  said  building,  and  expend 
said  money.

TO  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  STEWART  FREE  LIBRARY. 

Gentlemen : —  The  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Stewart  Free 
Library  showing  its  condition  and  increase  since  Mar.  1st  1902,  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  your  Board. 

There  have  been  43  new  cards  written  making  a  total  of  784. 

There  has  been  collected  for  fines  $10  81,  out  of  town  cards, 
$2  00  replacing  one  book  mutilated  by  patron  84cts.  Total  $13  65 

CONDITION  OF  LIBRARY. 

Number  of  volumes  Mar.  1st  1902  3695  No.  Mar.  1st  1903  3890 
making  an  increase  of  195.  46  of  these  volumes  came  from  the 
State  and  Goverment  departments,  26  were  donated,  10  came  from 
binding  our  own  magazines,  18  from  binding  magazines  which  have 
been  donated  and  the  remainder  were  purchased  by  the  town, 

In  my  last  annual  report  three  books  were  reported  lost.  Two 
of  these  have  since  been  found.  At  the  present  time  this  one  book 
is  the  only  one  which  has  ever  been  accessioned  which  cannot  be 
accounted  for.

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MAGAZINES. 

As  the  number  of  bound  magazines  multiply  the  value  of  this 
department  is  very  much  increased.  The  information  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  back  numbers  of  standard  magazines  can  scarcely 
be  estimated.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  the  past  year  in  fill- 
ing in  quite  a  number  of  incomplete  volumes.  As  will  be  seen  in 
another  part  of  this  report  18  volumes  have  been  added  by  Com- 
pleted volumes  of  magazines.  Proper  acknowledgement  of  which 
is  made  under  "Donations."  6  more  volumes  of  the  Century  and  2 
of  Harpers  are  completed  and  ready  for  the  bindery.  It  is  a  source 
of  much  satisfaction  to  note  that  the  friends  of  the  library  are  tak- 
ing this  interest  to  make  available  this  added  information. 

The  Bookman  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  magazines  making  6 
in  all. 

READING  ROOM. 

This  department  continues  to  be  one  of  the  main  features  of 
the  institution.  The  Portland  Evening  Express,  The  Eastern 
Gazette,  The  Pittsfield  Advertiser,  Youth's  Companion  and  Bangor 
Daily  Commercial  have  been  found  constantly  upon  the  tables. 
Commencing  with  January  the  Outlook  and  Success  have  been 
added  and  they  seem  to  be  a  good  investment.  . 

Early  in  the  school  year  a  stack  was  placed  in  position  upon 
which  were  placed  all  of  the  reference  books  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  together  with  the  bound  magazines.  No  move  since 
the  library  has  opened  has  accomplished  as  much  good.  It  gives 
the  patrons  a  chance  to  examine  the  magazines  and  many  books  of 
reference  which  otherwise  they  would  not  find.  The  growing  of 
this  work  will  soon  call  for  another  stack  but  it  will  be  found  a 
profitable  investment. 

DONATIONS. 

We  have  in  nowise  been  forgotten  in  this  line  L.  M.  Stewart 
Esq.,  has  sent  20  volumes  of  the  Official  Record  of  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  which  together  with  the  others  make  a  complete  set. 
These  sets  are  hard  to  obtain  aud  in  time  will  be  very  valuable. 
S.  L.  Boardman  presented  a  Maine  Register  for  1874  which  com- 
pletes the  file  from  1870  [the  first  of  regular  edition]  to  the  present 
time.  Thomas  W.  Lawson  Esq.,  of  Boston,  presented  his  History 
of  America's  Cup.  G.  L.  Fassett  presented  10  volumes  of  the 
Review  of  Reviews.  Mrs.  G.  A.  Tibbetts  presented  about  25  num- 
bers of  Century  and  Harper's  Magazines.  E.  D.  Pratt,  of  Bangor, 
presented  25  numbers  of  the  Century  and  some  reports  which  were 
acceptable  to  fill  in  files  already  started.  Misses  Susan  and  Sarah 
Curtis,  of  Garland,  presented  about  20  numbers  of  the  Century. 
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BRANCH  LIBRARY. 

At  a.  meeting  of  the  Eastern  Maine  Library  Club  held  at  Cor- 
inna  in  October  15*01.  The  subject  of  a  branch  library  in  the  rural 
schools  was  discussed  and  I  was  requested  to  make  the  experi- 
ment. The  conditions  did  not  seem  favorable  until  the  present 
season  for  the  trial.  25  books  were  selected  from  the  library  and 
taken  to  the  school  at  Moses'  Corner.  They  were  in  school  6i 
weeks,  and  the  record  shows  that  105  were  issued  for  home  use, 
and  over  80  were  used  in  school  hours.  No  pupil  was  allowed  a 
book  in  school  hours  if  it  in  anyway  interfered  with  his  school 
work.  They  were  used  as  a  reward  of  merit.  The  total  registra- 
tion in  the  school  was  18.  Average  attendance,  15,  which  was  cut 
down  on  account  of  sickness.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  trial 
was  very  successful  and  if  in  making  our  annual  appropriation  a 
specified  amount  could  be  raised  for  this  purpose  it  would  prove 
of  inestimable  value  to  the  children  in  our  rural  school. 

LECTURE  COURSE. 
January  29,  Feb.  5  and  12.  Three  lectures  were  given  by  Rev. 
J.  J.  Lewis  of  Orono.  The  funds  above  the  expenses  were  for  the 
benefit  of  the  library.  The  receipts  of  the  lectures  were  $88.  The 
expenses  of  the  same  $62,  leaving  a  balance  of  $26,  which  after 
paying  a  few  minor  expenses  w  ill  be  applied  to  purchasing  a  set  of 
Stoddards  Lectures.  These  will  be  found  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  library.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people 
who  so  liberally  patronized  this  undertaking  and  made  it  so  much 
of  a  success. 

CONCLUSION. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  work  of  the  library  the  past  year  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  and  the  work  of  the  Academy  has  been 
supplemented  to  a  very  gr«at  extent.  Through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Librarian  of  the  University  of  Maine,  the  Librarian  of  Bow- 
doin  College  and  our  State  Librarian,  We  are  able  to  obtain  any 
reference  books  we  may  need  by  paying  transportation  charges. 
I  wish  we  might  impress  upon  every  citizen  of  our  town  the  im- 
perative need  of  the  library  and  the  schools  working  as  co-partners. 
Each  is  a  public  institution  supported  from  the  same  source  and  to 
obtain  the  best  results,  the  two  must  work  together.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  another  town  in  the  State  with  the  same  population  as  Cor- 
inna  has  the  advantage  of  such  a  thorougly  equipped  library.  We 
should,  then,  consider  ourselves  fortunate  and  embrace  every  op- 
portunity to  promote  its  welfare  and  extend  its  influence  as  far  as 
possible.

Report  of  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  inhabitants  of  Corinna  : — 

I  hereby  present  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  schools 
for  the  year  ending  Feb.  28,  1903. 

The  census  of  scholars  taken  in  April,  1902  .showed  the 
whole  number  of  resident  persons  between  the  ages  of  4 
and  21  years  was  304.  The  school  registers  of  the  several 
teachers  of  the  schools  as  made  by  them  at  the  close  of  each 
term,  show  the  number  of  different  scholars  registered  in 
common  schools  during  the  year  was  189,  boys  106,  girls 
83. 

ASSIGNMENTS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  your  school  committee 
authorized  me  to  examine,  certify  and  hire  teachers  for  the 
common  schools  ;  to  purchase  text  books  and  school  appli- 
ances and  to  have  the  care  of  the  same  ;  and  to  hire  jan- 
itors. All  these  duties  thus  assigned  me  and  my  required 
duties  I  have  attended  to.  The  special  returns  required  by 
the  State  Supt.  were  promptly  forwarded  to  him  and  the 
amounts  found  due  the  town  for  common  schools  and  Free 
High  School  were  sent  to  the  treasurer,  a  statement  of 
which  you  will  find  in  his  report. 

LENGTH  OF  TERMS. 

The  length  of  the  three  terms  of  the  common  schools 
during  the  municipal  year  were  27  weeks,  that  of  the  High 
School  33  weeks.  There  was  less  money  raised  for  schools 
for  the  past  year  than  was  for  the  few  preceding  years. 


This  ought  not  by  any  menus  to  happen.  It  deprives  the 
children  of  several  weeks  schooling  which  they  need  very 
much.  $200  would  have  been  sufficient  to  have  run  the 
schools  three  weeks  longer  and  would  cost  each  taxpayer 
but  a  trifle  more. 

COST  OF  liOOKS. 

The  cost  of  books  furnished  the  schools  during  the  year 
WMS  | — ,  This  is  an  item  which  can  not  be  controled  in  re- 
gard to  its  limit  as  some  other  bills.  Books  and  supplies 
are  something  that  are  a  necessity  in  order  to  do  school 
work  efficiently. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  average  attendance  in  the  No.  9  school  ;  known  as 
the  Fisher  School,  fell  below  the  number  required  by  Jaw  to 
maintain  the  same  ;  hence  by  the  requirement  of  the  statute 
it  was  closed  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  week  of  the  winter  term. 

The  attendance  in  general,  however,  has  been  very  reg- 
ular except  in  a  few  extreme  cases  of  truancy  which  should 
be  abated,  and  cases  of  sickness  which  were  quite  frequent 
during  the  winter  term. 

EXPENDITURES. 

For  information  as  to  the  expenditures  made  of  the 
schools  money  appropriated  by  the  town  and  other  money 
received  from  the  state,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen. 

CONVEYANCE. 

During  the  past  year  the  conveyance  of  the  scholars 
who  live  in  districts  where  there  are  too  small  a  number  to 
maintain  a  profitable  school  has  caused  no  little  trouble  and 
annoyance.  I  find  it  very  difficult  and  in  some  cases  almost 
impossible  to  hire  any  one  to  carry  them  at  prices  within  our 
limit  to  pay .  And  there  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  unwilling- 
ness on  the  part  of  some  to  have  the  small  and  disinterested 
school  in  their  own  neighborhood  joined  with  another  small 
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and  possibly  as  disinterested  school  by  itself  when  by  so  doing 
a  greater  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  school  work  can  be 
aroused  and  better  work  accomplished.  I  believe  this  is  the 
best  way  to  manage  the  small  schools  and  when  it  can  be  done 
with  less  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  parents  a  greater  good 
may  be  derived. 

MUSIC. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  musical  department  of 
the  schools.  The  scholars  derive  great  benefit  from  this  de- 
partment and  it  should  be  encouraged. 

TEACHERS 

The  teachers  for  the  most  part  have  been  selected  from 
our  home  talent  which  I  believe  is  the  best  policy  as  long  as 
efficient  and  capable  help  can  be  obtained  as  it  encourages  the 
younger  teachers.  The  interest  of  the  pupils, however,  should 
not  be  lost  sight  of  for  the  interest  of  the  teachers.  I  believe 
that  the  most  of  our  teachers  have  done  good  and  faithful 
work  and  the  schools  are  in  good  condition  but  could  be 
bettered  by  paying  good  wages  and  demanding  more  extended 
preparation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  so  will- 
ingly aided  me  in  any  way  and  have  made  my  work  more  easy 
and  pleasant  during  the  past  municipal  year.

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Librarian's  Report. 


To  the  Trustees  of  Stewart  Free  Library. 

Gentlemen:— The  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Stewart  Free 
Library,  showing  its  condition  and  increase  since  March  1,  1903, 
is  respectfully  submitted  to  your  Board. 

There  have  been  30  new  cards  written  making  a  total  of  814 
which  does  not  include  a  few  special  cards  written  for  the  out- 
of  town  students. 

There  has  been  collected  for  fines,  #8.44,  out-of-town  cards, 
*3.7f».  making  a  total  of  $12.10. 

CONDITION  OF  LIBRARY. 

Number  of  volumes  March  1,  1003,  3800;  number  March  1, 
1004,  4007,  making  an  increase  of  117.  20  of  these  came  from 
the  State  and  Government,  8  were  donated,  22  obtained  from 
binding  the  magazines  and  the  remainder  have  been  purchased 
by  the  town.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  librarian  to  add  each 
year  some  one  set  of  books  which  would  prove  of  permanent 
value  to  the  library  and  as  the  right  thing  at  the  right  price 
has  not  yet  been  found  there  is  yet  $38.71  unexpended.  There 
have  been  17  less  volumes  received  from  the  State  and  Govern- 
ment this  year  than  last,  the  last  lot  of  magazines  have  not 
been  returned  from  the  bindery  and  the  amount  held  in  reserve 
will  explain  for  there  being  less  additions  than  were  shown  in 
my  last  annual  report. 

An  inventory  taken  a  few  weeks  since  shows  that  all  the 
books  ever  accessioned  except  the  one  reported  lost  in  preceding 
reports  can  be  accounted  for.

There  are  now  81  volumes  of  bound  magazines  in  the  library 
and  as  they  increase  this  department  presents  one  of  the  strong- 
est departments  of  the  library.  We  have  not  received  as  many 
donations  in  this  line  as  last  year  but  we  hope  the  coming  year 
we  will  be  fortunate  enough  to  coinplete  some  of  our  sets.  We 
now  have  Century,  Harpers,  Bookman,  McClures,  St.  Nicholas, 
Review  of  Reviews,  Outlook  and  Success.  Any  patron  or 
friend  of  the  library  who  has  any  spare  copies  they  are  willing 
to  donate  will  confer  a  great  favor  upon  the  library  if  they 
communicate  with  the  librarian  and  ascertain  what  copies  are 
needed  to  complete  the  sets. 

READING  ROOM. 
This  room  continues  to  be  of  much  interest  and  it  is  very 
much  to  be  regretted  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  it 
evenings  while  we  were  without  electric  lights.  For  papers 
may  be  found  the  "Eastern  Gazette/1  and  "  Pittsfield  Adver- 
tiser11  which  are  kindly  sent  by  the  publishers,  the  "Youth's 
Companion"  and  "Saturday  Evening  Post'1  furnished  by  the 
town  and  the  "Bangor  Daily  Commercial'1  furnished  by  the 
librarian.  The  stack  in  this  room  which  contains  the  reference 
books  and  the  bound  magazines  has  been  found  very  useful  to 
the  patrons  and  it  will  be  found  necessary  before  long  to  put 
in  another. 

DONATIONS. 

Prof.  L.  Whitney  Elkins  presented  "The  Parent  and 
Teacher  for  the  Pupil.11  Prof.  Elkins  is  the  author  of  this  vol- 
ume and  it  should  be  carefully  read  by  both  parent  and  pupil. 
Chas.  H.  Pope  of  Boston  presented  2  volumes,  and  A.  B.  Hep- 
burn presented  a  "History  of  coinage  and  currency  in  the  U. 
S.  and  the  perrenial  contest  for  sound  money.11  Mrs.  Cynthia 
Crawford  presented  a  volume  on  "The  Animal  Kingdom.11 

ILLUSTRATED  LECTURE. 
The  evening  of  November  6  an  illustrated  lecture  was  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library.    It  was  a  stormy  evening  and  so 
our  part  of  the  proceeds  were  but  $3.85.    It  is  purposed  to  ex- 
pend this  amount  for  necessary  fixtures  in  the  Reading  Room. 

CONCLUSION. 
While  the  work  of  the  library  the  past  year  has  in  nowise 
been  phenomenal  yet  it  has  been  a  steady  growth.    The  circu- 
lation has  been  Ah  volumes  per  capita  which  shows  that  the 
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patronage  has  been  something  to  which  we  may  point  with 
pride.  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  like  any  other  institution 
it  is  largely  what  we  make  it  and  that  it  requires  the  help  and 
interest  of  all  to  make  it  a  complete  success.  I  wish  to  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a  little  closer  connection  in 
some  ways  between  the  library  and  the  schools.  The  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  we  shall  see  a  strong  movement  throughout 
the  State  in  this  direction  and  we  may  as  well  be  among  the 
foremost  as  in  the  rear.  We  are  exceptionally  well  located  for 
cooperation  with  the  schools  and  I  trust  that  the  matter  will 
be  seriously  considered  by  your  Board.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools* 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Corinna:— 

I  hereby  present  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  schools  of 
Corinna  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  20,  1904. 

The  census  of  persons  in  town  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
twenty-one  years,  required  by  law  to  be  taken  during  the 
month  of  April  annually,  corrected  to  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  showed  that  the  whole  number  was  three  hundred  and 
three.  The  school  registers  of  all  the  school  teachers  of  the 
common  schools,  as  returned  by  them  to  the  superintendent  at 
the  close  of  each  term,  showed  that  the  number  of  different 
pupils  registered  during  the  past  year  was  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four— ninety  boys  and  eighty-four  girls.  The  number 
of  scholars  registered  at  the  High  school  during  the  spring  of 
100:}  was  seventy-four,  during  the  fall  of  1003  and  the  winter  of 
1904  was  forty-seven. 

All  the  duties  assigned  to  me  and  my  required  duties  I  have 
attended  to.  The  special  returns  required  by  the  State  super- 
intendent were  promptly  forwarded  to  him  and  the  amounts 
found  due  the  town  for  common  schools  and  free  High  school 
were  sent  to  the  treasurer,  a  statement  of  which  you  will  find 
in  his  report. 

LENGTH  OF  TERMS. 
The  length  of  the  three  terms  of  the  common  schools  dur- 
ing the  municipal  year  were  thirty  weeks,  that  of  the  High 
school  thirty-three  weeks.  Each  of  the  common  schools  kept 
three  weeks  longer  this  year  than  last  owing  to  the  increase  in 
the  appropriation  by  the  town  for  that  purpose.  Thirty  weeks 
is  none  too  much  schooling  for  the  scholars  during  the  year 
and  by  the  increase  in  the  length  of  the  school  year  there  was 
a  very  appreciable  increase  in  the  amount  and  a  better  quality 
of  work  accomplished. 

ATTENDANCE. 
The  attendance  for  the  past  year  has  been  about  the  same 
as  in  the  last  few  years  but  this  is  very  unsatisfactory  to  me, 
although  in  two  or  three  schools  it  was  as  good  as  could  be  de- 
sired. In  going  through  the  records,  I  find  that  there  are  but 
eleven  scholars  registered  in  the  common  schools  who  have  not 
missed  a  half  day  at  school  for  the  year.  In  some  instances  the 
absences  were  due  to  unavoidable  causes  but  in  many  instances 
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it  was  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  parents  and  scholars.  The 
responsibility  lies  mostly  with  the  parents  as  the  children  are 
not  supposed  to  know  the  necessity  and  advantage  of  punctual 
attendance.  Not  until  every  parent  sees  the  necessity  of  the 
child's  daily  presence  at  school,  the  inconvenience  it  causes  the 
teachers  and  how  the  interest  of  the  school  and  the  scholar 
himself  deteriorates  by  just  so  much,  will  they  wake  up  to  the 
fact  that  they  should  see  to  it  that  their  own  children  attend 
school  every  day  it  is  in  session. 

For  lack  of  space  here  I  cannot  discuss  the  pros  and  cons  as 
I  would  like  to  but  during  the  present  year  I  hope  to  see  a  vast 
improvement  in  the  attendance. 

EXPENDITURES. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenditure  of  the  school 
money  appropriated  by  the  town  and  that  received  from  the 
State,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  selectmen. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  I  have  over  run  the  appropriation  for 
books  an  explanation  of  which  I  will  give  in  town  meeting  if 
necessary. 

CONVEYANCE. 
The  scholars  in  District  No.  1  and  those  at  Southard's  Mills 
were  conveyed  to  the  village,  and  those  at  Greenbush  were 
conveyed  to  Morse's  Corner  school  as  in  the  year  before.  The 
scholars  in  Puffer's  district  were  conveyed  to  the  Center  school 
as  were  Will  Bemis'  children.  The  scholars  in  the  southeast 
part  of  the  town  were  conveyed  in  the  spring  and  fall  to  Pleas- 
ant Yale  and  in  the  winter  to  the  village. 

TEACHERS. 

For  the  most  part  the  teachers  have  been  selected  from 
home  talent  and,  taken  as  a  whole,  have  been  of  high  order, 
and  as  results  of  their  work  show,  they  have  labored  with  con- 
siderable zeal  and  skill  worthy  of  commendation.  I  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  enumerate  the  teaching  qualities  of  each 
one  individually,  as  you  know  who  the  thorough  and  pains- 
taking ones  are. 

There  is  a  close  relation  between  teachers  and  scholars 
brought  about  by  the  School  Improvement  League,  which  is 
established  in  many  of  the  schools  and  which  is  doing  much 
toward  the  improvement  of  the  school  surroundings  and  in 
many  instances  have  added  valuable  equipment  for  the  use  of 
the  school.  A  growing  love,  on  the  part  of  the  children,  for  the 
beautiful  in  nature,  as  well  as  in  art,  has  been  manifested  in  the 
displaying  of  pictures  on  the  walls. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

In  my  estimation  there  is  but  a  small  percentage  of  the 
people  in  town  who  actually  know  of  the  real  conditions  of  our 
High  school.  Seldom  ever  does  any  one  except  the  school  offi- 
cials (and  they  none  too  often)  visit  the  school  while  in  session. 
Those  who  send  children  to  the  school  hear  more  or  less  about 
it  through  them,  which  is  generally  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
scholar,  but  that  is  not  like  going  and  seeing  for  yourself. 
There  is  nothing  more  encouraging  to  teachers  than  to  know 
that  the  people  of  the  town  are  standing  behind  them  and  a 
good  way  to  show  your  interest  is  by  visiting  the  school. 

The  school  authorities  are  very  fortunate  in  securing  the 
present  instructors,  who  are  all  that  could  be  asked  for.  They 
are  working  exceptionally  hard,  with  such  means  as  they  have,  * 
to  raise  the  standard  of  the  school  to  a  level  with  the  other 
fitting  schools  of  its  kind  in  the  State.  But  this  can  be  done 
only  by  the  cooperation  of  the  town.  The  colleges  are  de- 
manding more  and  more  from  the  minor  schools  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  young  men  and  women  to  enter  their  walls  of  learn- 
ing and  if  we  are  going  to  keep  in  line,  as  we  have  in  the  past,  . 
we  shall  have  to  take  a  brace  and  add  to  the  equipment  in  the 
High  school  to  that  end. 

Already  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  toward  equipping  the 
school  with  some  needed  apparatus  and  I  hope  it  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  all. 

You  will  hear  more  fully  of  the  needs  of  the  school  at  town 
meeting  and  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  give  your  help. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who  have  offered 
suggestions  and  aided  me  in  so  many  ways.

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Librarian's  Report* 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Stewart  Free  Library. 

Gentlemen: — The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Stewart 
Free  Library,  showing  its  condition  and  increase  since 
March,  1904,  is  respectfully  submitted  to  your  Board. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  names  on  our  books 
which  would  never  be  used  again  the  cards  were  rewritten, 
commencing  August  27,  just  previous  to  the  school  year. 
Since  that  time  293  cards  have  been  issued. 

There  has  been  collected  for  fines,  $9.16;  for  out-of- 
town  cards,  $1.00. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

Number  of  volumes  March  1,  1903,  4007;  number 
March  1,  1905,  4170,  making  an  increase  of  163.  77  of 
these  were  received  from  the  State  and  Government 
Departments,  7  were  donated,  17  were  obtained  by  bind- 
ing the  magazines  and  periodicals  and  the  remainder  were 
purchased  from  the  book  fund.  A  recent  inventory  shows 
that  the  one  book  mentioned  in  the  previous  reports  is  the 
only  one  ever  accessioned  which  cannot  be  accounted  for.

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MAGAZINES. 

There  are  now  95  volumes  of  magazines  in  the  library, 
besides  3  bound  volumes  of  the  Youth's  Companion."  If 
you  will  note  the  table  of  circulation,  you  will  see  that  the 
number  of  volumes  under  "General  Works"  is  352,  while 
last  year  it  was  266.  The  bound  magazines  are  catalogued 
under  this  class  and  this  increase  of  33  per  cent,  when  the 
general  circulation  has  slightly  fallen  off,  shows  very  plainly 
that  this  is  an  important  department  of  the  library.  Realizing 
this  fact,  four  new  periodicals  have  been  added  this  year, 
so  that  the  list  now  comprises,  Century,  Harpers,  McClures, 
St.  Nicholas,  Review  of  Reviews,  Outlook,  Success,  World's 
Work,  Technical  World,  Good  Housekeeping  and  Holiday 
Magazine.  Through  an  exchange  12  volumes  of  the  Cent- 
ury have  been  received  from  the  Fogg  Memorial  Library, 
South  Berwick.  We  are  yet  in  need  of  many  odd  numbers 
to  complete  our  files.  On  page  16  of  the  "Bangor  Commer- 
cial" of  February  4,  was  a  list  of  what  we  needed.  Part 
of  this  list  was  filled  by  these  received  from  South  Berwick. 
Any  one  having  any  of  the  back  numbers  of  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  magazines  and  are  willing  to  donate  them 
to  the  library  will  confer  a  great  favor  by  conferring  with 
the  librarian. 

*  READING  ROOM. 

This  room  yet  proves  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  library, 
and  is  very  much  appreciated  by  its  patrons.  The  "East- 
ern Gazette",  The  "Pittsfield  Advertiser",  Youth's  Com- 
panion", "Saturday  Evening  Post",  and  the  "Bangor  Daily 
Commercial"  comprise  the  reading  matter  which  is  con- 
stantly found  on  the  tables,  besides  what  is  mentioned 
under  the  head  of  magazines.  The  stack  in  this  room  con- 
taining the  reference  books  and  bound  magazines  has 
become  so  crowded  that  another  one  is  very  much  needed. 
The  increased  circulation  in  this  department  during  the 
past  year  would  seem  to  warrant  this  expenditure. 
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DONATIONS. 

Our  donations  during  the  past  year  have  been  small. 
J.  H.  Bridge,  the  author,  presented  "The  Inside  History  of 
the  Carnegie  Steel  Co.,  which  is  an  interesting  volume. 
H.  E.  Butters  of  Exeter,  presented  two  volumes  of  the 
school  report  and  one  volume  of  the  agriculture  of  Maine, 
which  we  needed  in  our  files. 

CONCLUSION. 

Although  in  nearly  every  annual  report  I  have  urged  a 
closer  co-operation  of  the  library  with  the  schools  yet  I  feel 
that  this  is  a  matter  which  should  receive  our  constant 
attention.  I  have  noted  with  much  pleasure  that  the  senti- 
ment of  many  of  our  citizens  is  fast  changing  along 
this  line  and  yet  there  is  room  for  much  improvement.  The 
time  when  the  library  was  regarded  simply  as  a  place  for 
the  amusement  of  the  children  and  the  older  people  is  fast 
passing  and  the  public  at  large  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
the  library  is  taking  its  place  among  all  other  educational 
institutions.  Though  silently,  it  is  just  as  surely  educating 
our  people,  as  our  Academy  and  the  lower  grades  of  our  pub- 
lic schools.  I  trust  that  before  the  time  comes  for  my  next 
annual  report  we  may  be  able  to  show  long  strides  forward 
in  this  direction.  One  valuable  addition  to  the  library  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  four  volumes  of  the  public  laws 
between  1820  and  1840.  Only  six  small  phamplets 
are  needed  to  complete  the  other  four  volumes  for  that 
period.  Any  one  who  can  furnish  them  will  help  complete 
a  valuable  collection  which  can  probably  not  be  found  in  any 
public  library  in  Maine.  The  missing  ones  are, — "Re- 
solves" for  1839,  Private  Acts  1823,  1839.  Public  Laws, 
1720,  1821,  1823. 

All  things  in  consideration  the  work  for  the  past  year 
has  been  satisfactory.  Being  deprived  of  the  electric  lights 
for  six  months  was  a  serious  drawback  and  was,  I  have  no 
doubt,  accountable  for  the  slight  dropping  off  in  our  circula- 
tion.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Corinna: 

My  report  for  the  year  ending  March  ist,  1905  is  as 
follows: — 

Statistics  of  the  financial  expenses  may  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  all  details  incident  to  the 
duties  of  the  Superintendent  have  been  finished.  The 
town  at  its  last  annual  meeting  voted  the  sum  of  $1200  for 
schools,  and  $800.89  was  received  from  the  state  and 
there  is  now  due  from  Dexter  for  tuition  $54.80  making 
$2055.69  less  £3.32  overdrawn  last  year,  leaving  $2052.37 
available  for  the  year  ending  March  ist,  1905.  Com- 
paring this  with  the  year  before  when  there  was  ex- 
pended $2454.19  or  $451.82  more  that  year  than  we 
have  had  the  past  year.  The  fuel  bill  that  year  was 
$75.25  against  $134.15  this  past  year  making  $58.90 
more  taken  from  trie  school  money  this  past  year 
than  year  before  last.  Year  before  last  Dexter  paid 
us  $96.25  for  tuition. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  I  found  the 
common  school  text  books  in  bad  condition,  torn  and 
worn  and  many  gone.  The  town  voted  to  raise  $275 
for  the  purchase  of  text  books,  in  the  same  meeting 
it  was  also  voted  to  pay  an  unsettled  bill  of  a  year 
before  of  $85.78  this  with  a  bill  of  $9.21  another  of  $13.30 
amounting  to  $108.29  has  been  paid  which  left  $166.71 
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available.  Of  this  $146.10  has  been  expended  for  free 
high  school  text  books  leaving  a  balance  of  $20.61  with 
which  to  purchase  text  books  for  the  common  schools.  At 
the  opening  of  the  spring  term  of  schools  there  were  need- 
ed readers  up  to  and  including  the  third  reader,  arith- 
metics, advanced  and  elementary  geographys  gram- 
mars, U.  S.  Histories,  spellers  and  other  books.  We 
repaired-  as  many  as  we  could  and  purchased  as  few 
as  we  could  get  along  with.  By  vote  of  the  school 
committee,  bills  of  every  kind  prepared  by  me,  had  to 
be  approved  by  them  before  being  paid;  this  has  been 
done. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  to  you  that  I  believe  we  have 
had  prosperous  schools,  that  teachers  have  done  their  best 
though  some  have  not  quite  reached  the  degree  hoped  for, 
parents  have  usually  co-operated  with  me  and  teachers. 
FREE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  is  the  school  where  a  person  desiring  a  good 
education  can,  by  honest  effort,  attain  it.  Excellent 
teachers,  four  year  courses  of  study,  unusually  well  ar- 
ranged, and  exceptionally  well  taught  are  conducive  to 
this  end.  I  know  of  no  institution  of  a  like  grade  where 
the  facilities  are  better  than  here.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration, too,  the  valuable  library  that  the  Stewart  Free 
Library  affords,  where  the  students  have  free  access 
to  the  most  carefully  selected  volumes.  Then  again 
how  little  expense  at  educating  the  girls  and  boys  at 
home  compared  with  sending  them  abroad.  Were  it 
not  for  our  high  school  but  few  would  attend  schools 
after  leaving  the  common  schools.  We  must  not  allow  the 
high  school  to  fall  behind.  I  thank  you  all  for  the  many 
courtesies  received  during  the  past  year.
